The bibliography of this little poetical pamphlet is very interesting, and is fully discnssed by 
Mr. Gordon Duff in his Introduction, Briefly, it appears that prior to Marshe’s issue of thi9 
pamphlet, Wynkyn de Worde had thrice printed it. Although no perfect copy of any of the 
Wynkyn de Worde issues is known, fragments exist and have been noticed by bibliographers: 
Hazlitt and others. There also exists in the Bodleian Library a complete copy of an issue 
identical with Marshe s except for the colophon, which gives as the publisher “ Anthony 
Kitson instead of “ Thomas Marshe". The copy from winch this reprint has been made is in 
the possession of Captain Arthur W. Clill'ord, of Chestal, near Dureley. It is interesting to 
note that the Bodleian “ Kitson " issue came to that Library in a remarkable volume of 16th 
century poetical and other tracts bequeathed by Selden in 1659. 

It would appear from the number of editions known to have been printed (and it must be 
borne in mind that others may very well have been issued only to have disappeared entirely), 
that this didactic poem, which treats of the folly of gambling and other means the fool has of 
parting with his money, had some considerable vogue during the 16th century. 

Reproductions are given of the title and colophon. The edition is limited to 250 copies.

This edition differs throughout from that with a similar imprint and the same date of which as 
many as eight copies are known to exist, four in England and four in the United States. 

The facsimile has been made in collotype at the Oxford University Press. It is preceded by an 
introduction, extending to nearly a hundred pages, by Mr. Alfred W. Pollard, in which after showing 
by literary and typographical evidence the place which the new quarto holds in the sequence of early 
editions, he subjects all the live quartos published before to a minute examination anil carries 
a stage further some of the arguments advanced in his essay on Shakt-npi'tirr Fnlin* and ()iuirto* % 
published in 1909. The new readings introduced in the successive (Quartos and the First Fnlio are 
enumerated and classified, ami while it is proved that the printer of the Folio had no authoritative 
source from which to correct mistakes in the text of which he was aware, a suggestion is made to 
account for the presence of a few readings in the Folio which editors are hound to accept. It is 
contended that the marked superiority of the First Quarto over all the later editions extends not 
only to the words of the text, but at least in the set speeches to the punctuation and emphasis- 
capitals, and that by attention to these much light is thrown on how Shakespeare intended certain 
passages to be delivered. 

While some of the conclusions attained alTect only the play of lib hard //, others apply to all 
the “good quartos”, and it is hoped that, they may further contribute to tin* rehabilitation of these 
and their rescue from the epithets “stolen and surreptitious” injuriously transferred to them by 
most modern editors.
